THE LATE DISASTER ON THE 
CENTRAL RAILROAD, 


Interesting Extracts From a Graphic 
Description by Col. Polk, of 
the Ansonian. 


We have already given the full 
particulars of the late terrible disas- 
ter on the Central Road near Liles- 
ville, but the following extracts from 
agraphic account from the pen of 
Col. Polk, Editor of the <Ansonian, 
an eye witness and one of the mana- 
gers of the excursion, will be found 


peculiarily interesting. Says the 

Ansonian: | 
Happily and merrily the moments 

sped as we reached and d Liles- 


ville where others joined us, swelling 
our numbers to about 200 persons. 
The train was made up by having 
the baggage and mail car next to the 
engine, then two flat cars covered 
with awning and provided with 
seats, then five passenger coaches. 
The three rear coaches were occupied 
by the ladies principally. When 
about four miles below Lilesville— 
the track being good and with noth- 
ing to warn us of the impending 
danger, we were moving at fair speed 
and’ emerging from a long cut we 
found we Were on acurve. Bright 
eyes and ringing laughter indicated 
that all were happy, and dispos- 
ed “to abandon themselves to the 
pleasures of the trip. Reaching a 
point where the embankment 
was about 12 feet high, a sudden 
shock and jar, followed at intervals of 
about asecond of time, by two others, 
more severe and alarming, we who 
were in the third passenger coach, 
saw the front of it crushed before we 
had time scarcely to realize the situa- 
tion. Weall rushed out to witness 
ascene which defies our powers of 
description. Steam and boiling 
water completely enveloped the 
wreck, and men frantic with pain 
and fright, screaming, flying out of 
it, begrimed, blacked and _ bleeding, 
while the piteous cries of those hung 
in the debris, and the wild shrieks of 
the women, mingled together, was 
enough to uinerve the stongest arm 
and appall the stoutest heart. Those 
of the men in the rear coaches rushed 
to the scene to rescue the helpless, 
when it was announced that George 
W. Huntley, of Wadesboro’, was 
caught between the coach we had just 
left and the one in front. ‘The front 
wheels of the coach were off the 
track, while timbers of the two were 
driven together, and formed a net- 
work of wood and iron all around 
and under him, but by almost super- 

brought a heavy lever, and witt 
p er assistance, prized the cars suffi- 
ciently apart to extricate him, with 


one leg crushed above the ankle, and 
the flesh on the other fearfully and 
horribly lacerated. Then the work 
of attending the wounded, and hunt- 
ing up the missing and dead. J. M. 
Galvin, the faithful engineer, who 
was the most heroic example of hu- 
man endurance wethink we have 
ever seen, was found near the post 
where he had forfeited his life, literal- 
ly scalded all over, with a horrible 
gash over his right eye, and left leg 
broken above the ankle. All the 
wounded were removed to places of 
safety, and cared for as well as could 
possibly be done under the circnm- 
stances. We had no _ phgsicion 
aboard, no blankets or ding, but 
men gave up their coats, and ladies 
contributed without hesitation of 
their garments, for the relief of the 
suffering. 

When the firstshock was felts many 
in the coach occupied by us, thrust 
their heads out of the windows, 
among themSamuel Autry and little 
Norfleet Bennett, son of W. O. Ben- 
nett. On seeing the engine go down 
Autry sprang out and caught safely 
on his feet. Little Norfleet, sitting 
by his aunt, Mrs. Ledbetter, at- 
tempted to jump out, when his aunt 
took him by the hand, and let him 
down from the window, remarking, 
“TI will save your life my child if 
I lose my own.’’ When _ the 
second shock came, which was 
severe, we _ believe every lady 
in the coach sprang’ her 
feet, many of them screaming, when 
we spoke sharply, ‘‘ladies, take your 
seats, and be still,’’ and every one sat 
down immediately, and remained 
steady until the coach stopped. When 
we went to the assistance of G. W. 
Huntley, whose limbs were crushed 
and clamped as if in a vice, he re- 
marked in a calm tone, ‘‘I am so glad 
to see you, and I will do as you say, 
for you know best.’’ We found Mr. 
W. W. Lockhart and Mr. Richmond 
Haney, with a hat full of water bath- 
ing his head and supporting him. In 
all his excruciating agony he re- 
tained his presence of mind to a re- 
markable degree. 

Mr. Galvin, whose heroic spirit ex- 
cited the admiration of every one 
who approached him, talked calmly, 
and in his indescribable anguish and 
suffering, gave explicit and detailed 
instructions for letting off the steam 
from the boiler to prevent explosion, 
and spoke very kindly of his fire- 
man, whom he said ‘‘was a good 
boy.’’ Werefrain from attempting

PLAN OF ORGANIZATION. 


The following plan of organization 
of the Democratic—Conservative par- 
ty was : 
l. The Executive Committee for 
the State shall consist as at present 
appointed, and shall have all the 
powers heretofore conferred upon it. 
2. The Exeeutive Committee for 
the Congressional and Judicial Dis- 
tricts shall continue as at present 
constituted, until regularly changed, 
and shall have general supervision of 
the affairs of the party in their res- 
pective districts. 
3. In each county there shall bean 
Executive Coinmittee composed of a 
Central Committee of not Jess than 
three members, and of at least one 
Committeeman from each township, 
This Committee shall, under direc- 
tion of the Ceunty Convention, have 
entire control of county matters. It 
shall be their duty to see that all the 
details of the canvass are proper! 
conducted ; that the polls are asiedd- 
ed by competent challengers, that 
each Conservative easts his ballot, 
and that no fraud is perpetrated at 
the election. They are particularly 
enjoined to take the necessary steps 
for the efficient organization of town- 
ships, and to seek by a wise adminis- 
tration to promote harmony and to 
inspire confidence. 
4. All Executive Committees are 
properly chosen by the Conventions 
held for the respective territorial di- 
visions; but if for any cause there 
should be a failure by the proper 


Committee, then the State Executive 
Committee may supply the deficien- 
cy. 

5. Nominations for County offi- 
cers and members of the General As- 
sembly shall be made by County 
Conventions; for Town and Town- 
ship officers, by town and township 
conventions; for members of Con- 
gress and Judicial officers by the 
District Conventions. 

6. All Conventions shall be open, 
and due notice of the time and place 
of convening the same shall be given. 
The resignation of Col. Walter

Committee on account of his removal 
from Halifax, was read and accepted,
